The World’s Fair Insurance Auxiliary has 

just issued an imstrance chart of the Fair 

grounds, which, as it gives details of fire pro- 
tection to the different buildings and exhibits, 
is of general interest, The ground plan of the 
different buildings i given and the material 
used in their construction is indicated by the 
coloring in the chart, ‘The only buildings in 
the grounds constructed entirely of brick are 
the Art Gallery and a pump-house near the 
Machinery Hall. The machine shops attached 


to the latter have three walls of brick and the | 


ends of the boiler-house are also or that ma- 
terial. The chart indicates in blue the staff 
covering to all the other buildimgs, except the 
electrie light power-house and the pavilion, 
whese sides are sheathed with iron. 

The extraordinaty water facilities provided 
to fight fire are shown. Every Exposition 
building is surrounded by a water pipe not 
less than eight inches im diameter, Set in it 
300 feet apart are ta be double-nozzled frost 
jacket hydrants, Ninety-four hydrants a‘e al- 
ready in place.

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reduce the terhperature of such a quantity of 
burning wood an amount of water must be ap- 
plied to the rising tempefature which will ab- 
sorb the heat produced, thus reducing the tem- 
perature of the burning wood to a point 
below the igniting point. It takes 
1,119 thermal units to evaporate one pound of 
water at a temperature of 60°. A littie division 
will show that one pound of wood producus 
heat enough to evaporate 6.43 pounds of water; 
therefore that quantity of water is the least 
which will extinguish one pound of completely 


ignited burning wood, 


This calculation shows why it is so hard to 
extinguish a fire in a wootlen huilding which 1s 
“all in a blaze,” as th® saying goes, or in 
other words, which hat bedome structuraily 
ignited. The floor and timbers of a mill wiil 
weigh twenty-five pounds to the square 
foot. By this calcul@fion they contain 
combustible material enough to evap- 
orate 160 pounds of water 
each square foot of surface, or enough to 
cover the floors two andi one-half feet deep. 
This gives the reason why 80 much water must 
be thrown into a burning building, to cause, 
perhaps, even more damg than was caused 
by the fire. t

“* Certainly not the elevation of the tracks 
to a height of fourteen feet, as has been con- 
tended for, and I will tell why. I have lived 
along the line of this proposed improvement 
for twelve years and have patronized the sub- 
urban service of the Illinois Central for twen- 
ty-five years. Iam familiar with every foot of 
ground in that vicinity and at least have some 
individual views on the subject. My judg- 
ment is that it would antagonize every prop- 
erty-owner immediately west of this right of 
way by insisting upon the full elevation of the 
tracks. It would hide the view of the lake and 
into the park from the first story of every 
residence along the line. As proposed now 
the elevation would be but a shade higher 
than the present seven-foot stone wall which 
skirts the west line of the road through 
the greater portion of the way and the 
present outlook would not be greatly 
ehanged. The ideal method would be to sink 
the tracks, and 1 should be glad if this were 
feasible, but next to this I should consider as 
most desirable that plan which contemplates 
the minimum amount of raise consistent with 
an easy depression of the streets, and this is 
precisely what 20 5 ordinance calls for; and 
the fact that those most interested—viz.: the 
property-owners a ffeeted by this depression, 
or mv ost._of them—have consented to this plan 
is a strong argument in its favor. Further- 
more, this will leave the present grade of the 
sidewalks passing under the tracks unchanged, 
and passengers using the Lilinois Central serv- 
ice will not have so much of a climb to reach 
the trains as they would were the tracks ele- 
vated to the full height.”’ 

“ How about the effect on the sewer sys- 
tems?” 

“ This has been fully considered, and it 1s 
absurd to suppose that any plan would be 
adopted that would interfefe with the sewer- 
age system. Some little adjustment may be 
necessary at one or two-crossings, but nothing 
serious, and this expense would come upon 
the city. The fact that the ordinance stipu- 
lates that the elevation shall beso many feet 
above datum is not significant. This is the 
proper way to estimate it, for the crossings at 
every street are not all grade crossings, $0 
that the depression of one street may be three 
feet below the present crossing grade and 
at another point four fect. “In-one case I be- 
lieve it is nearly five feet. The plan is to pro- 
vide at least twelve feet in the clear above 
the level of the street at the crossings. So far 
as the strength of the girders over the street is 
concerned, it is idle to suppose any railroad 
company would adopt anything that 
would not’-carry “the loads required 
ofit Any engineer should know that. while 
more expensive, it is possible to provide a 
style of construction sufficient in strength, 
even though the girders be but twelve inches 
deep. I agree with Ald. O’ Neill that it would 
not be wise to permit this same construction, 
so far as the limitation of height is concerned, 
beyond the proposed hmits. In these limits 
the road is not crossed nor is it likely to be by 
any other, so that no complication due to that 
condition will arise; but when they get into 
territory where ather lines cross the elevation 
should be to the full height. I think there 1s 
nothing in the ordinance which would —

lons daily: In addition four immense pumps 
will be planted on the grounds, whose united 
capacity will reach 40,000,000 gallons a day. 
They will take water from. the lagooas for the 
use of machinery and the fountains. In case 
of a breakdown at the Hyde Park works 
these pumps will be ample. to supply all the 
varied needs of the Exposition. A thirty-six 
inch mair will bring water into the grounds 
from the Hyde Park station, and two thirty-inch 
mains will conduct it through the territory. 
At the present time the water supply is taken 
from the city mains, but a temporary power 
plant is in operation which is capable of main- 
taining a pressure of 100 pounds. Its pump- 
ing capacity 1s 3,000,000 gallons a day. 

The details given of the alarm and watch 
system are equally interesting. The first will 
be as complete as the elaborate system used 
in a city of 500,000 inhabitants. Seventy sta- 
tions have already been located, aud there are 
at present forty-nine connected boxes. . There 
will be altogether 150 stations. The patrol 


system has been adopted. A small army of. 


men will be employed to watch for fires day 
and night. They will be on the grounds, in 
the galleries, and on the roofs of every build- 
ing. 
men. This number is being steadily increased 
asthe buildings progress. The little army 
will be drilled and subject to rigid discipline, 
The Temporary Fire Service. 

‘The present fire service is temporary, yet 
many country towns of 20,000 inhabitants are 
not so well provided for. There are four city 
fire companies always on call. On the grounds 
there are one fire engine,three chemical engines, 
twenty-four hose carts three hundred and 
fifteen hand extinguishers, twelve hundred 
brine pails, and twelve thousand feet of hose, 
The permanent system will include every ap- 
pliance known in the city fire departments, 
extension ladders, water towers, 
and 80 on, Lastly will probably _ be 
a fire tug of enormous power on 
the lagoons. Taken altogether there are prob- 
ably few, if indeed any, cities in the world, 
whose general fire fighting system, will ap- 
proach in lavishness and completeness that of 
the Coluinbian Exposition. The insurance 
people state that their relations with the Ex- 
position management move along with per- 
fect absence of friction. The latter are will- 
ing to adopt every added suggestion looking 
to improvement in the fire plant. | 

As fast as the buildings progress, insurance 
is placed upon them. The risks are distribu- 
ted ainong the different companies by a corn- 
mittee appointed by the insurance people. 
At present the buildings carry policies 
aggregating about $2,600,000. It is 
the intention of the companies to 
accept risks up to 80 per cent of the cost of 
the buildings when finished. Taking into con- 
sideration the materials entering into their 
construction this is a much higher ratio than 
is reached in ordinary practice. | Exhibiters 
will place their own risks, of course, It is 
impossible toestimate the value of the mul- 
tifarious articles which the buildings will 
contain. It has been placed as high as

Franklin N. Stow of the commission firm of 
Back, Stow & Co., No. 140 South Water street, 
was the unfortunate victim. It was during 
the evening rush. The streets were crowded 
with clanging cable-trains, vehicles of. all de- 
scriptions, and tired pedestrians hurrying 
home. Mr. Stow started across La Salle 
street or the south side of Madison. He made 
a rush with a dozen or more people to 
get out of the way of a Clark street 
grip going south on La Salle street. 
He reached the middle of tne crossing 
when a Madison street eable-train rounded the 
corner to go north on La Salle street. Scores 
of people yelled at him to get out of the way. 
The gripmen on the trains were clanging their 
gongs till the air was filled with confusion. 
For a moment he stood as if paralyzed. at his 
perilous position. If he turned back he 
would be run down. by the southbound train, 
and if he went forward the northbound train 
would strike him. It was all over in a mo- 
ment. He made a plunge forward. The 
Madison street grip struck him, throwmg him 
with terrible force to the pavement, and the 
next moment he was mangled and bleeding be- 
neath the car. A cry of horror went up from 
the crowd and then there was a crush to see. 

Patrolman W. R. McCann of the Central 
Station drove the crowd back as best he could, 
and then called for volunteers to lift the car, 
that the injured man might be removed. The 
officer didn’t have to call twice. The words 
were scarceiy out of his mouth before the 
car was surrounded by men. Ata given sig- 
nal every man lifted with all his might, and 
slowly the ponderous car was raised, moved 
backward for a dozen feet, and let down. 

In the center of the track where the car had 

been lay Mr. Stow, mangled, bieeding, and 
covered with dust and dirt. He was uncon- 
scious, and at first it was thought he was 
dead. The Armory ambulance was called 
and restoratives were applied. In a few min- 
utes he revived enough to give his name 
and address, He was. then taken 
to his home, No. 357 West Harrison 
street. The ambulance Sergeant said 
that from the brief cxamination he made he 
feared the man would not recover. His jaw, 
one arm, and several ribs appeared to have 
been broken, and his head and body were bad- 
ly cut and scratched, 
“ A witness of the accident said that each 
gripman seemed to think the other would 
stop and let the man pass, and as a conse- 
quence neither stopped until. it was too late. 
The gripman of the car which struck Mr. 
Stow was H. Gardner, and the conductor was 
C. Heatherington.

LUMBER SHOVERS DISCUSS GRIEVANCES. 


They Hold a Meeting and Adopt « Scale of 


Waces—The Loneshoremen. 
The umber shovers met last night at No, 


Sl North Canal street and adopted thr old 
scale of prices except a raise of one-fourth of 
a cent per 1,000 on the Santa Fé docks. 


Pres- 
ident Keese said the longshoremen’s difli- 


eulty was not discussed. President Dor- 


manof the longshoremen called at the hall 
but did not get in to the meeting. He was de- 


sirous of securing the codperation of the lum- 


ber shovers. Members of the latter’s union 


said their sympathies were with the longshore- 


men and in the event of along strike of the 
stevedores they might strike also. 

The resolution of the longshoremen at their 
meeting Friday night was without apparent 
effect yesterday. There was not enough busi- 
ness along the docks to call for any activity 
and therefore no excuse for trouble. Only 
two boats had any call for men and 
the little they required done was  pro- 
ceeded with quietly. and uninterruptedly. 

On the steamer Albany, at the Western 
Transportation Company’s dock, about thirty 
Italians were rolling flour aboard, and the 
steamer Hudson had about twenty-five men 
at work at the St. Paul.docks near Lake 
street bridge. o~ 

President T. H. Dorman of the longshore- 
men was active all day, and had men placed 
at all the principal docks along the river to 
aly the employment of non-union men. 

e was at the St. Paul dock 
for two or three hours in the forenoon, talk- 
ing wo the men at work before he was known 
or bis mission sus . Then the foreman 
of , abshaw, ordered him 

took his own time, 
he says, leave. His summing 
up of the day’s outlook seemed to eatisfy 
hvn. He found iess than fifty inexperienced 
hands at work, while he claimed there was a 
demand for 500 acquainted with the labor. At 
the St. Paul’s dock three-fourths of the men, 
he said, were “strange ns.”’. He is confi- 
dent that the strike wie a success. 

The general agents of the several steamship 
lines seem unconcerned about the prospective 
difficuities. “*‘ We know of no trouble except 
what we see in the newspapers,” said J. C. 
Evans of the Anchor hne, We have em- 
ployed Mr. McRae to handle our freight and 
load and unload our vessels at s0 
much a ton, and by whom .it is 
done does not concern us. As to 
the present demands of the Longshoremen’s 
Union this should be said: For the last fil- 
teen years we started work in the spring at 20 
cents an hour, but later in the season we paid 
25 certs.” 

There is so little to be done along the docks 
just now that whether the strike is settled or 
not there will probably be no immediate 
disturbances. At. the Western and St. 
Paul docks yesterday not only policemen 


-in uniform were present to prevent any out- 


side interference, but others in citizen's 
clothes were around watching all who ap- 
proached the steamers where the Italians and 


colored men were working. 


GHOST DANCES TO BE RENEWED SOON. 


Indien Prophets -of the Coming Messiah 
Relensed from Jail and Trouble Fexred, 
Guruerm, Ok., April 9.—Frank White and 

Buffalo Black, the two Indians who claim to 
be prophets of the coming Messiah, have been 
released from jail on a writ of habeas corpus, 
and have left for the Pawnee reservation, ac- 
companied by a large number of their Indian 
followers, who had come hereto attend the 
trial. The ghost dances will once more be 
renewed, and as many of the Indians are arm- 
ing themselves and refuse to obey the agent’s 
orders. it is probable that troops will be 
needed to anell an outbreak within the next 
two weeks.

Improvements at East Chicago Avenue 

Station—Public Library Board Meeting. 
Some time ago the South Side Improve- 
tment Association recommendeil to the Council 
& project for opening and widening Indiana 
avenue north to Twelfth street so as to con- 
nect with Michigan boulevard and afford 
another through north and south thorongh- 
fare south of Twelfth street, thus relieving 
Michigan avenue of the World’s Fair travel 
from the West Side across the [Twelfth street 
viaduct. An order was passed by the Council 
directing Commissioner Aldrich to submit 
plans and stiggestions for the ¢xtension. This 
he has done. ‘Che cutting through and widen 
ing of Indiana avenue north of Fourteenth 


street involves the displecement of certain 


tracks of the Illinois Central company and 
the taking of some, property which under 
Justice Harlan’s decision belongs to the 
Illinois Central company. | | 

The proposition ‘to widea Indiana avenue 
contemplates taking the necessary land from 
the property of the Illinois | Central on the 
east. The Central, mm turn, agrees to sur- 
render the land if the city will fix for it a 
permanent dock line from a point beginning 
$00 feet north of Park row south to a point 
midway between Thirteenth and Fourteenth 
streets. Se 

Here is where the difficulty arises. It is 
practicaliy conceded that from Park row 
south the Central has a legal rigi:t to the 
lake-front. But the company wants the 
‘lock line established to begin at rc point 300 
feet north of Park row. This 300 feet of 
lake-front is now in litigation. Should the 
City comply with the Central’s request and 
fix a dock line covering it, it is feared such ac- 
tion would give the Central legal right to the 
frontage whatever the decision of the court 
may be. | ae : 

In consequence of this belief, Commis- 
sioner Aldftich has submitted the point in 
question to’the Corporation Counsel. 

Should the present objections to the Cen- 
tral’s proposition be removed, it will become 
necessaty to take up those two tracks of the 
company adjoining the present eastern 
boundary of indiana avenue. This would 
leave the railroad three tracks instead of five 
at this point. 


WHEN MR. ENGLISH WILL RESIGN. 


He Says He Will Retire When His Party 
Tells Him to Do So. 

William J. English saul yesterday that 
there was no truth in the stpry published in a 
morning paper that he intended to resign jis 
position as Election Cominissioner, though 
the story was published, ag he thought, with 
the intention of forcing him out. 

“T think it is no secret,’’ he said, “that my 
resignation will be handed in whenever the 
Democrati¢ County Executive committee 
thinks the party interests require it. I find I 
can do little in the Election Board as at pres- 
ent constituted. That fact is known ‘to the 
members of the Democratic Executive com- 
mittee.. It has been known for. some time. 
My alleged Republican colleague, Mr. Hutch- 
ings, makes the appointment of Democratic 
clerks ia the Election- Commissioners’ office, 
thus usurping my function. The Democratic 
clerks may not be satisfactory to the Demo- 
cratic party. They are satisfactory to Mr. 
Hutchings. I have been hounded for sometime 
to cail attention to the fact that the Repub- 
lican party has no of oe ee on thé board ; 
for, as [| say, Mr. Hutchings’ chief business 
consists in usurping the functions of a Demo- 
cratic Comuiissioner.. But I will stay on the 
board untN the Democratic Hxecutive com- 
mittee thinks that my resignation ought to 
be handed in.” | 

It 1s understood that the Democratic Execu- 
‘ive committee will not call for Mr. English’s 
resignation until it has an assurance from 
Judge Scalds that he will appoint a man of 
the committee’s selection. The committee 
wants William E, Russell of the Stock-Yards 
district appointed, Russell was at one time 
Village Town-Clerk of Lake, and is said tobe 
a fair man, But Judge Seales has so far 

iven no assurance that he will appoint him.

PHARAOH YERK ES’ TROUBLED DREAM 


The Interpretation Piaced Upon It by Jas- 
tice Wallace, 

Pharaoh Yerkes has dreamed troubled 
dreains of late. His nightmares were worse 
even than the day and night mares that he 
uses to pull his cross-town line cars. He 
dreamed of the seven ill-favored and lean- 
fleshed kine that did eat the seven well-fa- 
vored and fat kine. And yesterday Justice 
Wallace in the rdle of a modern Joseph inter- 
preted the dream in this way: 

** ‘Long live the King. This is the interpreta- 
tion of thy dream: The seven good kine are 
the seven good nickels that thou shouldst have 
returned to the seven indignant passengers 
who demanded them when thy cable-car broke 
down on the street that is called North Clark 
near the road that is called Chicago avenue. 
The seven ill-favored kine are the costs of this 
case, which thou art hereby compelled to pay, 
and thou canst not pay them a minute too 
quick, either.’ 

This story in the revised version is as fol- 
ows: 

A week ago last Tuesday one of Pharaoh 
Yerkes’ cable contraptions stopped and died 
on North Clark street, near Oak. There was 
nothing remarkable in that. Quite the reverse. 
The remarkable thing about this particular 
stop was that seven irate passengers had the 
nerve to demand back their fares. and when 
their dernands were insultingly refusea had 
the farther nerve to sue the great Yerkes for 
five cents each and the costs of legally obtain- 
ing it. David J. Revell, an attorney at No. 81 
South Clark street, was one of the seven and 
he took charge of the case. Arguments were 
opened a week ago . Saturday in Justice Wal- 
lace’s court, Attorney W. M. Johnson, repre- 
senting. the great Yerkes, while. Attorney 
Revell stood up for the courageous seven. In 
open court Attorney Johnson tendered the 
seven nimble nickels to the seven irate kick- 
ers, but the kickers scorned the proffer. 

Then a lot of talking was done, and when 
it came time for Justice Wallace to decide he 
said that it wouki take him a full week of 
hard thinking to come to adecision. The 
week was up yesterday, and in the presence of 
a multitude the Justice decided that the com- 
pany would not only have to refund the seven 
nickels but also pay $3.75 in costs. This 
would have been seven times $8.75, but all 
but one complainant Attorney Revell himeeif 
had either neglected to appear or had been 
ruled out on technicalities. Attorney John- 
son turned red, tished $4.10 out of his pocket, 
paid it over to the clerk, took an appeal, and 
paid an additional $8 to get it. At this rate 
breakdowns wi,l come high with Yerkes unless 
he institutes some scheme for refunding nick- 
els when the breakdowns come. 

This case is bemg watched with absorbing 
interest by a hundred thousand patrons of the 
Yerkes system. 


HOW THE PATIENTS ARE HANDLED.

Gross negligence in the handling of insane 
patients at the Detention Hospital is charged 
by Supt. George S. Sawyer of the asylum at 
Dunning. 

In a letter written to the County Commis- 
sioners April 4 he says that it frequently hap- 
pens that patients are brought to him from 
the court of insane inquiry under fictitious 
names, and that it is often impossible to iden- 
tify them. The doctur dlso says that he some- 
times receives the papers for the body of a 
patient but no such patient arrives. In sup- 
port of this assertion he gives the names of 
the following dangerous lupatics: John Silje- 
danl, Chris Dutcherer, Mary Goodnee, Joseph 
\ Tesliot. Samuel Mills, Margaret Phillips, and 
Louis Westwick. All of these were ordered 
sent. to Jefferson since Feb. 19 by Judge 
Brown. Dr. Sawyer wants know where these 
lunatics are. He has the papers for their 


transfer to him. 
Inquiry at the Detention Hospital yesterday 


resulted in a partial clearing up of tha, mud- 
dle, but not altogether satisfactorily, as it 
proved that somebody has been careless. 

Night Clerk Wendell admitted that patients 
were often sent to an asylum under a wrong 
name. This was because the patient's friends 
gave a fictitious cognomen. He admitted 
also that patients were often sent to one asy- 
lum and their transfer papers to another. 
This, he said, was due to the stupidity of 
bailiffs or the carelessness of court clerks.

New Light for Chicsgo Breakwater. 

WasuinGtTon, D. C., April 9.—Secretary Fos- 
ter sent a letter to the House today recommending 
the speedy completion of the light station on Chi- 
cago breakwater. For this purpose he asks an 
appropriation of $10,000. and that $5,300 left on 
band from the appropriation for the light station 
at Cedar River be given to that at  Chi- 
cago. He says the engineer's esti- 
mate fot the work on the breakwater light 
station was based on what had already been 
done at Sand Beach and Detroit River, but when 
bids were received it was found that the iron-work, 
ins tead of costing 45% cents a pound. would have to 
be paid for at the rate of 6% cents, giving an in- 
creased athount of $4,300, Again, in the original 
estimate no allowance was made for ‘the lens ap- 
paratus to be used at this point, the price of 
which will be $5,500. He says experience on Lake 
Michigan, with the low water ot the season just 
passed, has shown that many constructions which 
have been regarded as perfectly safe heretofore 
are now liable to have their foundations under- 
mined, exposed as they are by the lowness of the 
water, and to the waves, of a greater depth than 
ushal, which are caused by storms. 

With so important a hght-as this new one for 
Chicago it is absolutely necessary that every pre- 
caution be taken to prevent any accident which 
may possibly oceur by the undermining of the 
structure. It will therefore be necessary to add 
riprap to the amount of 400 cords, The total re- 
guired to entirely finish this work and make it 
satisfactory both as a light and fog signal station 
will be $15,500, according to the most recent esti- 
mate by ‘the engineers, or $10,000-in addition to 
the amount proposed to transferred from the 
credit of the Cedar River station. 

** In this connection,” he says, “I have to invite 
your attention to the near approach of the 
Chicago Exposition, and the Lighthouse ard 
earnestly desires that the light shall be shown in 
tine to meet the great additional traffic in the 
neighborhood of the city, which will be the in- 
evitable result of the great crowds of people who 
will certainly be present, and for whose safety in 
traversing the waters of the lake this new light 
will be of the utmost importance. Furthermore, 
this being the most important light at C hicago, 


it will necessarily receive a great deal of atten- 


tion from visitors, and it is desired to make it as 
excellent a specimen of the work of the light- 
house establishment as it will be possible to dis- 
play there.”

The seeding was-generaily late, in the West 
especially, and in the Southwest later than in 
the States of the Atlantic coast. The unfaver- 
able seeding conditions were drought, difficult 
plowing, lumpy soil, slow germination, and 
an imperfect stand; and they were naturally 
followed by late and feeble growth. The 
piant was therefore generally small when the 
winter set in and apparently of weak vitality, 
condition in’ December averhging 85.3. The 
present return is a reduction of 4.1 point. 

Winter protection by snow was quite gener- 
alin New York from January till late in 
March. In Pennsylvania the covering was 
less continuous or general, but was enjoyed 
when most needed. In Michigan there was a 
fair degree of protection, especially in the 
severest weather. In. Obio, Indiana, and 


Illinois the slow covering was not continuous.

In Missouri 
and Kansas there was still less snow, but 
there was some protection at the time of the 
March freezes. 

It is: quite uniformly reported that the 
winter was not severe, and sa in many sec- 
tions mild, Winter killing was exceptional, 
or limited to flat.and. wet areas.

Many correspondents report the trop im- 
proving in appearance at the date of the re- 
port, and indicate a probability of further im- 
provement with favorable April weather. The 
fact that low condition is less the result of 
winter killing than of late germination and 
slow autumn development renders material 
recuperation possible under ‘favoring meteo- 
rvlogical conditions, 

The April bulletin will. contain a report of 
the condition of farm animals at the close of 
winter and estimates of losses during the last 
year. 

Des Mornzs, Ia., April 9.—The first bulletin 
of Iowa weather and crop service issued to- 
day gives the following summary compared 
with the average of the past fifteen years. The 
season is about one week late, but the general 
conditions are more favorable than at the cor- 
responding date last year. The first half of 
the week was warmer than the average for the 
season. But freezing temperature prevailed 
the last three days, No especial damage, 
hewever, is likely to result. There was a gen- 
erai excess of rainfall throughout the State, 
which has-delayed seeding, but the soil is now 
well saturated at a greater depth than at any 
tiine within the last five years, and grass has 
made a fine start. The acreage of winter 
wheat in this State, t h increasing in re- 
cent years, is still relatively small. The re. 
ports indicate thatin about two-thirds of the 
counties wherein itis grown its condition 1s 
fair, and in the other sections it 1s not prom- 

. Winter rye is génerally in good condi- 
tion. All kinds of live stock have come 
through the winter in excellent condition. 
There is an abundance of feed remaining iu 
store with the prospect of early pasturage. On

Before many 
years are over the monstrous laws which 
impose the entire burden of election expenses 
upon the candidates will be wiped off the Brit- 
ish statute books, But as they stand it must 
cost scores of thousands of pounds to contest 
seats which i to the Nationalists of Ire- 
land. ovér and above what they themselves are 
able to raise. The Unionists have d@bided, as 
all along has been obvious they would, to con- 
test every seat in Ireland. In some seventy 
of these they number only 4 or5 per cent of 
the voters, At the last election, even with the 
Parnellite vote, which is now at their dis- 
posal, they only mustered from 20 to 25 per 
cent. But they have practically limitless 
wealth and count on eruelly handicapping the 
Nationalist campaign by foremg them to pay 
for all those bogus contests. 

The Ulster Orangemen are sotlarmed by

Protestant tenant farmers of the north that 
they have adopted the desperate course of 
raising a sectional religious issue in the form 
of an incitation to civil war in case home rule 
is carried.

Commercial and Religious Russia, . 

Reports of the pending commercial tap- 
prochement between Germany and Russia, 
which Blowitz has been sending from Paris 
for the past week, and which undoubtedly 
created a good deal of nervousness both in 
Paris and Vienna, really show nothing save 
the despairing Russian notion that perhaps 
Germany might be worked for another loan. 
It is a very poor kind of notion. If anything 
in European politics can be described as cer- 
tain, it 1s that no more German money will go 
to St. Petersburg. It Russia proposes any re- 
laxation of the tariff embargoes, which block 
commerce on its western frontier, of course 
Germany. will soon. consider the question 
from the point of view | of its 
Own gain and the interests of 
allies, and will deal with 1t as a business mat- 
ter.

In the matter df appointments Salisbury 
has been distinctly the best Premier of his 
generation. But his selection of Froude to 
succeed Freeman in an Oxford professorship 
is everywhere felt to be as bad as the worst 
Premier could have hit upon. ‘To begin with, 
there is a palpable insult to the memory of a 
really distinguished scholar and worker in- 
volved in giving his chair to the one man 
whom he unceasingly denounced as a literary 
charlatan and an impvstor asa historian, Be- 
sides that, even those who are most under the 
fascination of Froude’s style and method do 
not view him as calculated to adorn an aca- 
demic post which has been dignified by 
Stubbs, Freeman, and others. 

Those who have felt that the French 
Academy had wantonly lowered the standards 
of literature it is supposed to conserve by the 
election of Pierre Loti have not had to wait 
long for a vindication of their judgment. It 
is years since the Paris press has had such an 
alluring subject for raillery and biting bad- 
inage as that furnished by the new academical 
address. Most merciless use is being made of 
the opportunity. It 1s difficult to say which 
is the mote offensive feature of the address— 
its bald egotism or its stupid want of taste in 
attacking others. Fashionable women turned

PARLIAMENT RECEIVES NO INFOR- 
MATION ABOUT EGYPT. 


Lord Salisbury Leaves Members Dependent 
Upen the Newspaper Dispatches—The 
Members Devote Theniselves to Ques- 
tions Personal and Accomplish Nothing 
~Glirdstone Has Lost Control of His Un- 
raly Morde—In Musical and Dramatic 
Circles—Paderewski,,

Loxpon, April 9.—There is) nothing that the 
House of Commons likes better than personal 
scenes of any kind. It has had two or three 
during the past week which have been very 
kccesstul, It apent the whole of Thursday 
discussimg what should be done with one of 
its members and three other persons who 
have been guilty of breach of privilege. 
Everybody engaged in this business made a 
miserable mess of it except Mr. Gladstone 
and the Speaker, and hour after hour was 
consumed in undignified wrangling little cal- 
culated to maintain the honor or dignity of 
Parliament. Mr. Gladstone, in a speech of 
remarkable sagacity and pdwer, endeavored 
to put the House on the right track, but a 
large section of his own followers, as usual, 
refused to obey him. 

What is he going to do, with this unruly 
horde when, if evar, he returns to power? 
They decline to accept his leadership, even on 
a matter of parliamentary procedure, con- 
cerning which he speaks -with an authority no 
other man can possess. With these rebellious 


Spirits and with the section of the Irish mem- 


bera which vow vengeance against Mr. Glad- 
stone for the destruction of Parneil, it will be 
seen that even ifthe Liberals gained a ma- 
jority at the next election their hold upon 
office will be precarious, 

A few years ago a speech made Ly Mr. Glad- 
stone on this privilege question would . have 
settled the matter. Tnursday it went for lit- 
tle or nothing. It is a disorganized mob that 
the veteran statesman has behind him, and 
not a disciplined party. | 

Dangerous Complications in Egypt. 

While all this mummery is going on the 2x- 
cessively dangerous complications which are 
daily growing up in Egypt are completely 
overlooked by both political parties. Lord 
Salisbury has gone abroad ‘for the Easter 
races, and most of his colleagues will shortly 
do the same. Meanwhile Turkey is playimg a 
peculiarly subtle game, obviously for the pur- 
pose of bringing pressure to bear upon En- 
gland to get out of Egypt. We hear nothing of 
it except through the press, no information 
being vouchsafed to Pariaiment. It is a 
literal fact that but for the special 
dispatches of the newspapers we 
should not be aware of the hostility which 
the Sultan is showing toward the new Khe- 
dive, though less toward him than toward the 
English, who\are backing him up. 

Lord Salisbury means to stand fast by his 


f present position, but if France supported the 


attitude taken by the Sultan there would be a 
crisis which would demand the immediate in- 
terference of Parliament. No correspond- 
ence, no paper of any kind has been laid be- 
fore us, If Turkey is playing merely a game of 
brag it does not much matter) whether we be 
kept in this truly Egyptian darkness 
ornot. But the rumor in well-informed cir- 
cles is that every move made by the the Sul- 
tan has been carefully’planned in ‘combina- 
tion with either Russia or France, of both. In 
that case the English occupation of Egypt 
may have at any moment to be defended by 
foree of arms or abandoned altogether. 
Which course is Lord Salisbury prepared. to 
take? He will not say, ‘consequently the

Caleulations of Liberal Wirepu!lers. 

‘I understand on good authority that the 
mopt recent caiculations of the Laberal wire- 
pullers im reference to the general election 
are not favorable to Mr. Gladstone. If they 
are to change the minority into a majority 
they will have at least eighty seats'to win. and 
no oné.can yet discover where they are to 
come from. The agricultural counties may 
supply some, but London, on which the Glad- 
stonian hopes are chiefly fixed, is likely to re- 
main in the hands of the Conservatives. 

There is no enthusiasm anywhere. for Irish 
home rule. The English people take no real in- 
terest in the subject, a fact which Mr; Gladstone 
has never realized.’ That led to his defeat in 
1886. Nearly all the seats he requires must 
be won in England, for Ireland, Scotland, and 
Wales can give few if afiy more. 

The present outlook is that he cannot ob- 
tain the requisite number, and his ablest agents 
do not dare to hope fora majority of more 
than twenty. With that he could not remam 
in power three weeks. This will explain why 
Mr. Gladstone mpkes no attempt to force on 
a dissolution of Parliament and why the wiser 
section of his followers looks with some un- 
easiness on the prospect of going to the peo- 
ple under any circun.stances this year.

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MUSIC AND DRAMA IN EUROPE. 


Paderewski Suffering with Nervous Ex. 
* haustion—D’Oyley Carte. | 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Lowxpvon, April 9.—Paderewski, who reached 
London on Thursday morning, 1% much 
fatigued by his extensive tour. He is suffer- 
ing with extreme nervous exhaustion and yes- 
terday was unable to see anybody, He hac 
atranged to witness Beerbohm Tree’s per- 
formance of Hamlet on Thursday evening, 
but his state of health prevented at the last 
mimoment. So unsatisfactory is his condition, 
unoreover, that he did not attempt to leave 
uondon as previously arranged today, but he 
may be expected to start for Paris either to- 
morrow or on Monday. His stay in Paris, 
where, like Sarasate, he has his hoine, will be 
regulated very* much. by the state of his 
health. Pressure has, however, been brought 
to bear on him to return to London during the 
season, and it is quite possible that he will 
give at least one recital at St. James Hall in 
June. The Pali Mall Gazette cheerfully re- 
marks today: ‘*‘The one remarkable thmg 
about Paderewski since “his return. from 
America is the great progress he has made in 
the Englishtongue.

Anne Ccnverse avers in the pleading filed to- 
duy that her husband never owned the Chica- 
go property, purchased with her own money, 
but the title to it was all wed to rest in his 
name, and while so standing he took occasion 
to mortgage it. 

The sensationa! part of the story comes in 
when she alleges that the pretended suit for 
divorce from her in Bert County, Colo., was 
never authorized by her, nor did she know of 
it. She avers that Dr. Converse employed 
two Chicago attorneys named Goodrich and 
Joy. The latter was to begin a divorce suit in 
Colorado in her name, charging abandon- 
Goodrich appeared in behalf of the 
doctor and filed a special appearance and 
The suit was tried 
and the deeree secretly entered: Three days 
afterwards Dr. Cunverse was secretly married 
to the defendant, Margaret Converse. She 
says she never resided in Colorado, and as a 
matter of fact was never there in her.|ife. 

She contends, therefore, that the divorce 
was obtained by fraud and secrecy and is null 
and void, the second marriage illegal, and 
that she is entitled to a one-third imterest in 
the estate, which would be $75,000,

The public takes the political uncer- 
titude quietly, though the situation is pregnant 
with eventful issues. Even the reports of 
Chancellor von Caprivi’s retiring after Easter 
in favor of Count von Eulenberg do not stir 
the general pulse, 

May Davy Celebration in Germany. 

The preparations of the Socialists for May 

day celebration are keenly watched by the 


‘guthorities. At a council of the Ministers 


Chancellor yon Caprivi prgposed to influence 
the employers to refuse the men a holiday if 
the celebrations be organized for Monday, 
May 2, instead of Sunday. The Austrian 
Socialists, who have decided to hold their 
demonstration the 2d, desired the Germans to 
hold a simultaneous celebration on that day. 
Dr, Miquel advised his colleagues to treat the 
day as a recognized labor holiday, and if the 
celebration be held Monday tv close the gov- 
ernment factories. Dr. Miquel even suggested 
that the prices at the theaters subsidized by 
the government be reduced, and that the mil- 
itary bands be ordered to play in the public 
gardens. The other Ministers did not go so 
faras Dr. Miquel wanted them to, but they 
agreed not to oppose the demonstrations, 

Tne Socialist leaders have incurred the , ill- 
will of the Austrian Socialists by refusing to 
make Sunday and Monday holidays. May 
day proper alone will be celebrated in Ger- 
many. In Berlin a number of meetings have 
been arranged andthe public gardens and 
suburban resorts will be filled with great 
crowds of workingmen and families celebrat- 
ing the dhy. There will be no big party pro- 
cessions. If the small Anarchist section at- 
tempts to create disorder it will meet witb 
instant and severe repression. 

Vienna Sunday will be celebrated by a 
huge assemblage to discuss the eight hour 
question. Another section proposes+o hold a 
procession, the participants to be attired in 
blue blouses. Throughout Austria, with the 
exception of Vienna, the celebrations will be 
held Monday. want of cohesioa 
among the Austrian Socialists will weaken the 
effect of the demonstranon. In Pesth the 
police have been ordered to prevent all meet- 
ings and processions. The Sovialists will 
therefore be compelled to hold their demon- 


‘stration outside the city boundaries.

So when people have asked me how I came 
to enter the ministry I have answered 
truly that they knew as much 
about it as I; and I think it was this wonder- 
ing question so often asked that finally made 
me aware that my position and work were un- 
usual for a woman. Yet I have never been 
able to realize this fact except by strong ef- 
fort, and have almost forgotten it utterly at 
other times; and when engaged in my work I 
have never felt it necessary, as 80 many do, to 
assert myself, or to maintain my ition, or 
to explain myself, or to apologize for it.”’ 

Miss Chapin was not a settled pastor in 
Michigan; she has preached in fifteen differ- 
ent States and done good work in each, hav- 
ing been as fay west as Oregon. She has had 
parishes at Pittsburg, Milwaukee, Biue Island, 
Aurora, and Oak Park, having had charge of 
the church at the last named point for six or 
seven years.

THE ILLINOIS OF LINCOLN’S TIME, 


Quaint Stories of Early Life in the Prairie 
State. 

Portions of the Lincoin “ Life’recall most 
vividly my _  ehildish recollection of the 
time and the people mertioned there, 
as well as many points teld me by 
my mother and father. 

My father was the A. T. Bledsoe referred to 
in the history. _He practiced law in the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois, of which my grand- 
father, Moses U. Bledsoe, was clerk. He was 
an intimate associate of most of the men 
mentioned in this open letter as being prom- 
inent in the Springfield of that date, and I 
have heard him talk by tks hour and tell 
stories of that time. 

In those days the character of the courts in 
which my father as well as Mr. Lincoln. prac- 
ticed was very primitive, and the stories told 
by my father are perhaps worth recording. 

In one case a livery-stable horse had-died 
soon after being returned, and the person who 
! The case 
finally required some proof that the defendant 
was a hard rider. A witness was called—a 
long, lanky Westerner. lawyer said, 
‘How does Mr, So-and-so usually ride?” 

Without a gieam of intelligence the witness 
replied, “‘ A-straddle, sir,” 

**No, no,”’ said the lawyer; “I mean, does 
he usually walk, or trot, or gallop?”’ 

_ “Wall,” said the witness, apparently search- 
ing wm the depths of his memory for facts, 
‘‘when he rides a walkin’ horse he walks, 
when he rides a trottin’ horse he trots, when 
he rides a gallopin’ horse he gallops, when—-——’ 

The lawyer, irately: ‘I want to know what 
gait the defendant usually takes, fast or slo w.”’ 

“Wall,” said the witness, still meditating, 
“‘when his company rides fast he rides fast, 
= when his company rides slow he rides 
slow.”’ 

“I want to know, sir,” the lawyer said; very 
much exasperated and very stern now, “ how 
Mr. So-and-so rides when he is alone,”’ 

“Wall, said the witness, nore slowly and 
meditatively than ever, “‘ when he was alone I 
wa’n’t along, and I don’t know.”

TRANSFERS DUKING SEVEN YEARS. 


Comparison of Transfer Totals by Quarters 
to Apparent Advantage of 1892. | 
According to the. published transfer totals 
it would appear that the real-estate business 
of the first quarter of 1892 compares favorably 
With the results of the first three months of 
1891, The followmg table gives a comparison 
of the totals for the first quarter of the seven 
years, including 1886 and 1892: 


According to these res the transfers of 
January, February, and March of this year 
lack but $1,000,000 of the total of 1891. The 
transfer list is not, however, an accurate index 
of the market conditions= During the quar- 
ter just ended the transfer of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé property, amounting to 
$8,102,264, was recorded. Making an excep- 
tion of this item, the total for the first quarter 
of 1892 will fall somewhat below that of the 
corresponding periods of 1891 and of 1890. 
On the other hand, a number of important 
deals were closed and were not made matters 
of record during the quarter. 


AMONG AKCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 


New Buildings Which Are Projected or Are 
Under Way. 

The Groveland apartment building at the 

southwest corner of Groveland avenue and 


Thirty-first street has just been completed. It 


covers a lot 100x110 feet, and is one of the 
finest buildings of its kind in the city. It was 
planned by Edbrooke & Burnham and was 
built for P. J. Sorg, Frank H. Ray, and Den- 
nis, Netling & Co. The finished building rep- 
resents an outlay of not far from $335,000, 
The two street fronts are of stone, the first 
floor being of granite and the upper floors of 
pink Kasota stone. Nine tiers of bays run up 
through the three street and alley fronts and 
are connected by iron balconies. 


GROVELAND APARTMENT BUILDING. 


The building is eight stories high and con- 
tains fifty-six suites of five, six, and seven 
rooms each.

INTERESTING ELECTRICAL PLANT, 


Progress in Fitting Up the Grant Manu- 
facturing, Works of Cicera, 

One of the most interesving of recent! elec- 
trical installations in-the Vhicago district is 
comprised in the system of cranes used 
equipping the Geant Locumotive works. The 
plant is almost complete and ready for opera- 
tion. It is expected that within a few months 
work in building of locomotives will begin, 
and that within a year ever 1,200 men will be 
employed, In deciding on the equipment of 
the plant it was thought advisable to use elec- 
tricity for the transmission of power to the 
immense traveling cranes used in heavy con- 
struction. The current for the motors is 
taken from overhead trolley wires suspended 
from the roof. The following description of 
the cranes is given by the Western L£lectri- 
cian: 

The crane in the erecting shop is of forty tons’ 
capacity and is equipped with five motors. The 
hoisting equipment on this crane is double and 
consists ‘of two motors each of twelve horse- 

wer capacity. or traveline a single eighit 
Rica power motor is used, and for traversing two 
horse-power each. The 
crane girder is six feet in depth and 
has a. very large span, the distance 
betwedn rails being seventy-eight feet, while 
the travel of the ctaneis 400 feet, The current 
for tha motors on this crane is taken from trolley 
wire by means of a double trolley, one wheel be- 
ing in advance of the other, the maximum load 
being about 250 amperés at 1J0 volts. This crano is 
to be used for moving very heavy pieces from one 

rtion of the shop to another, and is capable of 
ifting a locomotive off its wheels and transferring 
it to a new position in the sifop. 

The crane in the boiler shagp is of twenty tons 
capacity and is provided with three motors, one 
twelve horse-power for hoisting, one eight horse- 
power for traveling, and one four horse-power 
for traversing. The travel of this crane is 247 feet 
and the span fifty-seven and one-half feet. The 
crane in the fogeaey is of twenty tons capacity 
and is provided with three motors, one of eight 
horse-power for hoisting, one of six horse-power 
for traveling, and oné of two horse-power for 
savoring. ‘the span of this crane is fifty feet 
and the travel 263 feet.

NO DAYS OF GRACE ARE ALLOWED. 


A Tenant’s Rights. Terminate on the Last 
| Day of the Term, 

A correspondent raises the question of the 
rights of a lessee in regard to days of graco at 
the end of aterm similar to days of grace al- 
lowed on the payment of an obligation. He 
inquires whether a tenant ig not entitled to 
three days of grace after the lst of May in 
which to gather together hig worldly posses- 
sions and move to new quarters. 

‘* A lease terminates according to the terms 
of the lease,”’ said C. O. Goss. “ Leases are 
made terminating April 30, and a tenant isa 
trespasser after 12 p. m. that day. An owner 
may forcibly eject a tenant, in case he is will- 
ing to risk a damage suit, when he is not given 
possession adcording to agreement. In any 
event he is entitled to at once begin action for 
a judgment | for pooner, In about two 
weeks or ten Gays he will get this judgment, 
and can then proceed to eject his tenant with 
legal authority. In no case, howevey, has a 
tenant any actual rights extending beyond the 
period covered by his lease, ere are no 
days of grace accruing tothe benefit of the 
tenant.”

‘hese considerations give a tremendous 
emphasis to the revelations made within the 
last few days in regard to the evils of the 


‘sweating system” in our midst and other 


methods of packing together human beings 
which is incidental to some forms of poverty. 
The statements not only appeal to the humane 
feeling in the ordinary breast, but directly to 
{he instinct of self-preservation to thousands 
who live in comparative comfort, or even in 


luxury. The many whose pallid faces and 


otherwise sickly appearance bear testimony to 
the fact that a large portion of their time is 
spent in a highly vitiated atmosphere are not 
the only ones whose lives are threatened with 
a premature ending by these unwiidle- 
some conditions. The poison thrown off 
from the lungs and skin of an indi-{ 
vidual is cultivated up to a high degree 
of efficiency and potency when succes- 
sively breathed by others. At last it forms a 
mighty stream of polluton, which endangers 
the whole community. The fever sore spreads 
to many another member of the body politic 
and sotnetimes exacts a heavy tribute from & 
whole community, then travels on to find 
thousands of victims in other places. Many 
if not all of the epidemic visitations that have 
swept broad areas in the past as with the 
besom of destrustion were originated in this 
way, the seeds of disease being taken from an 
impure atmosphere, made so by emanations 
from the bodies of other sufferers. 

Hence no one is justified in shrugging his 
shoulders in contemptuous pity and pasging 
by the subject with the remark, ‘It is no af- 
fair of mine. Let the health authorities at- 
tend to it.’ The affair is. the business of 
every citizen who wishes“to preserve his or 
her own health, whether wishing that others 
be relieved ornot. It ought not to be neces- 
sary to state the case in this coldly selfish 
light, but it is the strongest way in which the 
argument can be presented. The movement 
recently set on foot for securimg a clean city 
in its exterior aspect is a laudable one, but it 
will fail in its best sanitary intention if it do 
not also include an effort to clean out the hot- 
beds. of disease, where the confined atmos- 
phere reeks with poisonous emanations 
from human beings each of whom 
is more or less unhealthy as: a 
consequence of; past breathmg of the 
air of the charnel-house. Of coursé so gigantic 
an evil cannot be eradicated all at once. It 
must be the work of years to accoinplish such 
a reform in this and other cities; but it ought 
to be undertaken though the task were ten 
times greater than it is in fact. The more 
comfortable classes of the community owe it 
to a regard for their own health not. less than 
to common humanity to labor for a speedy re- 
duction of the plague spot and for its ultimate 
removal. The sweating-deh ought to be at 
onee expunged as a vile disgrace and a terrible 
menace to our modern civilization. 


A coRRESPONDENT asks: “Are the dead 
greater in number than the living?” ‘Pre- 
sumably he means to inquire about human | 
beings, and in that shape the question is a 
suggestive one. The number now living is 


‘computed to be a little under 1,500,000,000, If 


we suppose 6,000 years to have elapsed ¢ince 
the first pair roamed at will in the Garden of 
Eden, saveand except for the vicinity of asingle 
tree, and that their progeny increased ata 
uniform rate from that tune to the present, 
the total number could not have been much 
less than 100,000,000,000 (a hundred billions). 
If we allow fora similar augmentation from 
the time of the expulsion from Paradise to that 
of the flood, then a general killing off, and a 
regular increase from the eight persons saved 
up to the present estimate, the total could not 
be much less than fifty billions, or say at least 
thirty persons dead for every one now alive, 
Really, however, recent scientific investiga- 
tions are held to warrant the belief that hu- 
man beings existed on the earth as much as.

ber then was far from being limited toa single 
pair. Taking this for data it nay be com- 
puted as probable that the dead are some two 
thousand times more numerous than the liv- 
ing, and that if all could be resurrected there 
would be ten human beings for every acre of 
the 52,000,000 miles of land surface that now 
lies above the ocean level,

Sixty miles farther and El Dorado Cafion, 
the head of navigation, is reached. This 1s a 
massive gorge 550 miles from the mouth of 
the river, and is second only to the “ Grand 
Cafion of the Colorado.” Between Mojave 
and El] Dorado Cafion there is a remarkably 
beautiful and fertile islanc eight miles in 
length. Throughout this whole section the 
mountains are streaked with gold and silver 
and copper croppings, and there are prodigal 
deposits of argentiferous. ores for miles 
around. 

Less than 100 miles farther is the mouth of 
the Grand Cafion of the Colorado, 400 miles 
in length and from 800 to 6,000 feet in depth. 
The only man who has explored its entire 
length is Maj. Powell, who presented to the 
world some twenty-six years ago a thrilling 
description of this stupendous chasm. 

The Indians Along the River. 

One of the most interesting of all the pro- 

ductions of the Colorado is its Indian popu-

lation. Commencing at the mouth of the 
river and extending as far as Yuma is a sec- 
tion inhabited by the ** Cocopahs,’’) who stave 
always been friendly to the white man. They 
number about 800 and pretty nearly earn their 
living. They till the soil on both sides of the 
river and make some money from the sales of 
fish and game. They look much | hke the 
Yumas, except that they are more particular 
about their dress. 

Next come the.“ Yumas,’’ who live in and 
around Yuma, 1,000 strong. They are talland 
compactly built, except that their atms are 
long and slender. Their legs are strong and 
muscular, and there have been some bucks 
known to have tiade trips of seventy miles in 
twenty-four hours. The ‘ Mojaves” dwell 
upon the Arizona side—but roam upon both 
sides—of the river from Castle Dome to Camp 
Mojave. They resemble the Yumas in many 
respects, except they are much shorter and less 
muscular. Their women are rounder-limbed 
than the Yuma maids and. much more pre- 
possessing. They number 1,000, not including 
the Mojave-Apaches, who live in the interior 
and are more bloodthirsty and savage. From 
Mojave up to and away beyond the El Dorado 
Cahen are the * Hualapais,’’ now at peace 
with the whites. They dress much the same 
as the tribes lower down the river. They are 
talier than the Mojaves, but less inclined to 
work. ‘They number nearly 2,000, and are ex 
perts with the bow and arrow and with fire- 
arms, 

Qn the California side of the river, from a 
point, say, opposite Camp Mojave, are the 
“Chemehuevis,”” extendi~g up into the 
“Piute’’ country in Nevada. The Cheme- 
huevis and the Piutes have been on unfriendly 
terms with each other from “time iminemo- 
rial,” each claiming to be remnants of the 
* lost tribe.”” The manners and customs of 
the two tribes differ essentially, notwithstand- 
ing. Regarding their dress the Chemehuevis 
imitate, as far as possible, that of civilized 
people. They number more than 1,200, and 
tilithe soil. The Piutes, on the other hand, 
are low, cunning, and treacherous: and 
twenty-two years ago were the terror of all 
travelers between San Bernardino and North- 
ern Arizona.

teracting influences of) radiation, of. aridity 
and humidity, and of exposure to and protec- 
tion from winds and storms.

PINEAPPLES DOWN IN FLORIDA. 


How the Fruit Is Cultivated—The Large 
Groves and Their Value. 

Fort Merapsz, Fla., Mareh 25.—Owing to 
the rapid growth of pineapple cultivation in 
the South these fruits are no longer consid- 
efed luxuries, Northerners using them in the 
summer as they would their native products. 
The pineapple season begins in February, 
when the first foreign shipments are made, 
and from that time until the last of August 
nearly 5,000,000 *‘ pines’’ are disposed of in 
the United States. On the Island of Cuba 
the fruits ripén earlier than elsewhere, and 
growers there control the market until the 
first week in May, when the Florida and Baha- 
ma pineapples begin to arrive. Later smal'er 
shipments are made from Central America, 
but these never reach very high figures. All 
of the fruit is shipped direct to New York, and 
half a dozen large dealers in that city practi- 
eally control the trade. On the arrival of the 
fruit it is bought up by them in bulk and the 
prices are fixed according to the condition of 
the market. Pineapples are generally sorted 
over at first ana divided into three lots, ** ex- 
tras,”’ No. 1, and No, 2. 

The spring of the year is the time to ‘inspect 
the pineapple fields where the fruits are just 
reaching maturity, for at such times one may 
expect to find interesting sights if ever. 
W ben the ** pines ’” begin to mature in Florida, 
the oranges and grape-fruit have long since 
been gathered, and blossoms are on the trees 
for next season’s crop. The bananas have also 
been picked, and the stalks have been cut 
down, or “ pruned,” as the work would_ be 
called in the North. Along the Indian’ River 
and Key West pineapple culture has become 
a. leading industry, and thousands of the 
fruits are annually gathered for the home mar- 
kets. The climate near Key West, atid in the 
southern tier of counties, is about the same 
as in the Bahamas, and the sandy soil is 
thoroughly adapted to the cultivation of the 
* pines.”” The fruits are planted, and they 
take care of themselves with but little outside 
attention. The plants are largely air plants, 
and they greatly resemble in appearance the 
*‘ air pines ’’ which grow so thickly upon the 
tall cypress trees of the Florida huimmocks, 

Pineapples are growa as far/north as Su. Au- 
gustine, but they do not thrive very well there 
uuless well protected in winter. (n the lower 
part of the Indian River one meets with the 
first pineapple groves of any importance, and 
at Eden, near the tweuty-seventh paraliel 
which is considered ‘* below the frost line,’ 
the settlers inake a specialty of growing pine- 
apples. The pioneer at this place is Thomas 
E. Riehards, and he has the largest plantation 
within many miles, His first pines were plant- 
ed as far back as 1879, when pineapple culture 
in Florida was one of experiment. He has 
the 
cultivation of the fruit, and nearly every year 
the plantation is increased in size. The result 


of this new industry on the river front has . 


been to increase the value of land from $5 and 
$10 an acre to $100 or more, 

Pineapples are propagated in three ways— 
from the “‘crowns,”’ “‘ suckers,’ or “ slips.” 
They are planted as thickly as cabbages, and 
at a little distance resemble them. 

From a five-acresplantation another planta- 
tion several times larger can he planted in one 
season. This rapid method of propagating 
the plants makes the industry comparatively 
easy of extension. Nearly all the planters put 
out new fields every year, provided they heve 
the Jand at hand. 

From 10,000 to 15,000 pineapples can be 
planted tothe acre, and in from eighteen 
months to two years after planting the slips 
the plants produce fruit. ‘The plants need lit- 
tie cultivation after the suckers have once set, 
but the top soil requires a little stirring in or- 
der to prevent too rapid evaporation of the 
moisture. Every sucker, slip, or crown, if 
properly matured, will produce one fine pine- 
apple, and each grower expects to realize five 
eents apiece for the fruit after transportation 
rates, cost of package, and commissions have 
been deducted. This means $500 per acre, but 
some of the choicest varieties sell for much 
higher prices, so that from $700 to $1,000 is 
realized. | 

In 1881 30,000 dozens of pineapples were 
shipped from Key Largo, and six years later 
over 300,000 dozens were sent North. The 
present season will probably éxceed that of 
any other, and the pineapple shipments will 
almost equal those. of the oranges. The Largo 
pines have already established a name in the 
markets for superior merit, and they fre- 
quently bring higher prices than the Cuban 
or Bahaman pines. 

There are different grades of soil in Florida, 
and some of the expensive lands will not pro- 
duce a paying, crop of pines. The high hum- 
mock lands of the State are generally consid- 
ered the richest. The best varieties that aro 
planted are Egyptian Queen, Ceylon, Res 
Spanish, and Puerto Rico. But all of these 
established varieties are being improved by 
crosses with new ones imported from different 
parts of the world. | 

The suckers are planted in rows three feet 
apart either way during the rainy season in 
August, and during June: and July the crops 
are harvested. The pineapples are cut off 
close to the main stalk with a sharp knife, and 
the thick, pointed leaves are trimmed so that 
the fruits can be packed easily. They are gen- 
erally packed in barreis, from twenty-five to 
thirty *‘ extras ”’ in a barrel, or forty to sixty 
sinall ones, Almost any kind of barrel will 
answer the purpose, but the large sugar-bar- 
rels are the best, as they do nat cost any more 
for transportation. After the! pines begin to 
come into the market the supply is steady, al- 
though some dealers attetnpt to hold back 
their fruit until the bulk is disposed of. Flor- 
ida cannot compete in the eatly market, for 
the Cuban pines are always ahead of it, but it 
is gradually monopolizing the trade in June 
and July, With the rapid merease in the cul- 
tivation of the fruit Florida will in time sup- 
ply ail of the home trade, driving out the im- 
ported fruits. 


Remarkable Disturbance in Wyoming. 

Aremarkable disturbance of the earth’s surface 
through peculiar causes that are allied in some 
way to volcanic action, occurred in Wyoming last 
week. About ohe-third of the area of the State is 
underiaid with coal-deposits, and in sevéral dis- 
tricts heavy deposits of coal have been 6n fire for 
years. Gases aré generated in the seams, and éx- 
plosions of more or less violence occur frequently. 
ihe disturbance last week was on the Sweet Wa- 
ter cattle range, about 250 miles west of Cheyenne. 
More than a hundred acres of surface were die 
placed with a report that was /eard for thirty 
miles around, Intoa big hole/in the ground a 
considerable stream that ray in the vicinity is 
pouring uow, and withdrawing the irtigation fa- 
cilities of several ranches, “At Rock Spriags coal 
and rock were throw, into the air to a considera- 
ble height. The exigterniece of the underground 
fire has been known fértwelve years. —

The Railroad Over Which the Joarney Is 
Made—Scenes of Grandeur Along the 
Route+-Winter Retreation at Mott—The 
Adventure of a Californian and a Young 
Woman trom Philadelphia—A Fearfal 
Climb—-What the Two Saw at the Top— 
A Descent Both Will Long Remember. 


The development of railroads in California 
and Oregon was brought about many years 
before a plan could be devised for connecting 
these two States by rail. In 1887, however, a 
superb feat of engineering skill was achieved 
by which the vexed problem was solved at 
last. The completion of the line known as 
the ‘‘ Shasta Route ” has unlocked the joined 
portals of the stupendous mountain chains 
that culminate in Mount Shasta, a grand vol- 
canic pile with an elevation of 14,444 feet. 
An almost unknown region was thus opened 
to the world. The rich mining resources of 
Siskiyou, its vast primeval forests, arable 
valleys, opulent grazing lands, and noble 
hunting and fishing grounds are no longer 
matter of tradition but of actual reconnais- 
sance. 

A winter’s ride over the “‘ Shasta Route ” to 
the foot of Mount Shasta is a unique and ex- 
citing diversion to one unfamiliar with a 
snow-covered landseape. After leaving Red- 
ding at 5:30 in the morning the train almost 
immediately plunges into the narrow cafon 
of the Sacramento River. From this on the 
grade averages from 110 to 116 feet to a mile, 
the altitude at Redding being 557 feet and at 
Sissons, the nearest point to Mount Shasta, 
the train has climbed to 3,555 feet. 
Suddenly on the left of the Sacramento rise 
the splintered pinnacles of Castie Urags—a 
singular mass of gray granite startlingly un-

miles up the railroad from Castle Crags Lower 
Soda Springs are reached—a favorite camping 
spot since the early *50s, when Joaquin Miller 
and his companion—Mountain Joe—were the 
first to bivouae here. Upon a commanding 
elevation is a nearly completed building of 
picturesque design which bears the romantic 
name, * Tavern of Castle Crags.’’ 

Ten miles farther on is Dansmuif, the di- 
vision headquarters of the railroad. A glance 
about the place gives one some idea of the 
enormous expense necessitated to keep this 
road in repair. The inimense round-house, 
with its dozens of iron horses, is the most 
conspicuous feature of the town. All the 
neat cottages showing through the somber 
greenery of the trees are the homes or rail- 
road etmployés. 

A little beyond Dunsmuir is seen the old- 
fashioned hotel of Upper Soda Springs, an- 
other resort largely patronized by health- 
seekers. Passing this point, the view becomes 
more exciting with every foot of the way. 
The fall of waters is confusedly mingled with 
the deep panting of the engines. Near the 
falls are the “*Shesta Springs,’’ a mineral 
water strongly effervescent and agreeable to 
the taste. Three hundred feet above the 
springs is a delightful eainpimg ground which 
was ohee the site Of adn Indian village. The 
old stage riad to Oregon passes along this 
grove of cedars, oaks, and pines. 

From “Shasta Springs’’ to Mott the actual 
distance by air line is cne mile, but the train 
is for¢ed to go seven miles to reach it. In 
this astonishing doubling upon itself the track 
describes aietterS. The ‘* Eighteenth Cross- 
ing” is made on one of the phenomenal 
bridges seen on this route, and the highest 
point is at last gained by a fearful strain of 
the two powerful engines. It takes stout 
nerves to look down the precipice upon the 
two tracks just travérsed. Mott was built for 
a resort, and its scenic attractions, glorious 
mountain freedom, ‘and homelike accommo- 
dations will always make it prized as such, 
Even a winter guest must carry away with 
him the recollection of peculiar cheer and en- 
tertainment. 
or to this mountain retreat resorts to sleigh- 
ing in impromptu sleds—the season of snow 
here is usually too short to make first-class 
sleds a regular commodity—or follows an al- 
most obliterated trail on Hungarian show-’ 
shoes, the shortest of which measure ten feet 
in length. From Sissons, six miles up the 
railroad, the mail is carried on snowshoes to 
Fall River, sixty niiles across a rugged wilder- 
ness, The carrier makes fifteen milés a day, 
thus reaching his destination in four days. 
‘Che luinber mills about Mott and Sissons are 
all closed until spring, and the hundreds of 
mill-hands and wood-choppers are mostly 
away for the winter. The serenity of the 
place is therefore perfect. : 

Mott is crowded with guests in the summer, 
many of whom prefer the short cut from here 
to Castle Lake and the McCloud to the old 
trails from Sissons, The salmon in the Mc- 
Cloud come all the way up the Sacramento 
River from the océan to spawn. They were 
once sO numerous they completely covered 
the beds of thé quiet pools, The United 
States Fishery on the McCloud has been re- 
moved to the Sacramento River, and two

and Smith Rivers near the Oregon line. Ow- 
ing to the immense exportation of canned 
salmon artificial propagation of the young 
fish has been of late years successfully at- 
tempted, and one of these hatcheries is locat- 
edon the Sacramento a mile ot two from 
Sissons. 

Near the headquarters of the Klamath is a 
delightful valley which was once the council 
ground ofseveral tribes of Indians. There 
were six rocks used. as stepping stones across 
the stream, and the place was designated sis- 
kiyou, ** six rocks,” and the name was. finally 
applied to this whole section. In 1846 Gen. 
Fremont and fifty men, Kit Carson among 
the number,.catmped several days upon the 
banks of Klamath Lake. They were attacked 
by the Modocs, and: thre of the soldiers killed. 
The chief of the Indians also lost his Hfe in 
the combat; and this was the beginning of the 


bitter persecutions which only ceased with

Gen. Grant’s opinion was shared by other 
Federal commanders, Their opinions were 


. not based upon direct evidence relating to the 


records, upon their observations, and 
their kno of the resources of the South- 
ern States in men and slaves, and of the fact 
that those resources were exhausted and 
drained to the utmost by sweeping measures 
of conscription. The first Confederate con- 
script law was enacted before the war had 
been in progress a year—March, 1862—and 
required the. services of all white males, with 
few exceptions, between the ages of 18 and 35. 
In February, 1864, the law requi the serv- 
ices of all white males betweea 17‘and 50 “ for 
the war,”’ while hey under 17 and men past 
50 were organized into regiments of Junior 
and Senior rves. Even the “free negroes ”” 
and a certain number of “‘slaves”’ were held 
liable by this law for the performance of 
auxiliary military service. 

This Confederate statute, approved Feb. 17, 
1864, entitled **An Act to Increase the 
ciency of the Army,”’ Josey ae rovided: ‘That 
all male free pagnoet ane other free persons of 
color between 
shall be held 
duties with the army 
with the military defenses’ of the coun- 
try, as Secretary of War or the 
commanding General of the trans-Mississippi 
department inay from time to time-prescribe: 
and shall receive rations and clothing and 
compensation atthe rate of $11 a month.”’

The yy Shee of 
the Confederate thy wong s department’’ at 
Richmond appear to have been kept separate 


and apart from the top Trt sn Pg " Whane ap- 
pear to have been deliberately destroyed by 
order of the Confederate Government, to pre- 
vent there falling into the hands of the Federal 
authorities. I have heard this statement made 
by Maj. Duffield, a Virginia officer, who de- 
clared that he had executed such orders by 
burning the records in the fireplaces of the 
building which was occupied by that depart- 
ment, of which he was in temporary charge. 
It is ‘easily understood that the total strength 
of the Confederate army from 1861 to 1865 far 
exceeded the number of white males in the 
seceded States, “‘who were between the ages 
of eighteen and forty-tive’’ as shown by the 
census of 1860; for that army included, in the 
last year of the war, men of sixty, as well as 
boys of sixteen, who were therefore only 


eleven years old at the census of 1860. The 
number of white males between 18 and 
45 in North Carolina in 1860 was 115,- 


369; yet no one pretends to estimate the North 
Caroline contingent to the Confederate army 
at less than 125,000, while Major Moore has 
placed on record ‘an estimate that the State 
furnished 150,000, The number of white males 
between 18 and 45 in the eleven seceded States 
in 1860 was 1,064,258. In the three border slave 
Missouri, Kentucky, and Maryland, 
there was the additional number of 516,175. 
The people of these three border States were 
not unevenly divided, and gave about an equal 
number of men toeacharmy. It is fair to 
assume from these data that the State of 
North Carolina could not have furnished more 
than one-tenth of the strength of the Confed- 
erate army, which, therefore, in its total ag- 
gregate must have numbered not far from a 
million and a half of men. 

The Federal aggregate is of course conceded 
to have been larger, though it included many 
who served under short terms of enlistment, 
and many who, enlisted in the last year of the 
war, never reached the front; whereas, in the 
South, substaptially all of tne fighting men 
were in the ranks long before the war ended. 


Two States Compared, 


The larger percentage of men furnished by 
Southern States to the Confederate army in 
proportion to the population than was fur- 


nished by Northern States to the Union army :

In the consideration of particular battles or 
campaigns, we naturally reflect that the dis- 
parity in numbers present at any specificd 
battle, or in the field at a certain period, can- 
not be estimated by reference to the total 
number enroiled in either army for the war. 

The disparity in streugth of the opposing 
armies was the greatest in the last year of the 
war, and it never could have been very great 
until the last year. The Confederate Govern- 
ment drew upon their resources far more 
rapidly than the North; they forced their 
fighting men early into the field; and this in 
part accounts for the hervic resistance against 
odds which they were enabled to display more 
conspicuously in the closing ¢ampaigns, 
when nine-tenths of the Contederate army 
were the seasoned veterans of many cam- 
paigns, while they were opposed, to & consid- 
erable extent, by raw recruits freshly drawn 
from the plentiful and unexhausted resources 
of the North, However the subject \is viewed, 
it leads to the conclusion that Gen. Grant 
was right when he emphatically denied that 
the Confederates were outnumbered in all the 
important batties of the war. Iti is | certainly 
true that their muster-rolls were incomplete, 
and that the official re ee of. their com- 
manders, therefore, could not have been 
exact. : 

The facts here referred to point to another 
aspect of the subject and s igaest several in- 
quiries: Tne Federal army roils being perfect 
why are the Confederate rolls so defective? 
How can it be accounted for that the rolls of 
one North Carolina regiment omit more 
names than are omitted from the rolls of the 
entire Federal army? Why did the Confed- 
erates, as stuted by Gen. Grant, ‘ belitile 
their numbers in every important engage- 
ment’’? 

The principal ex-Confederate historians are 
those who held high civil or military rank in 
the Confederate Government. They must 
necessarily have had knowledge of the re- 


sources of their government, of the actual | 


or approximate strength of their army, and of 
the character of their official records, whether 
true and accurate, or the reverse. Great inac- 
curacy of statement upon these points by 
such historians can hardly be accounted for 
upon the ground of ignorance. 

The statements panally made by ex-Confed- 
erates regarcing the s h of ir army 
place the total at «Bones ,000 or 700,000; 
whereas I donot think it would be difficult to 
demonstrate that the number was not far 
from 1,500,000, - 

I am deeply impressed with the conviction 
that the government at Washington, possess- 
ing as it does these important historical data, 
and the means which would enable it to settle 
this question, so far at least as it will admit 
of definite solution, owes to itself, to the cause 
of truth and justice, ome to rng good name of

Suggestions to Divide Utah Between Gpl- 
orade and Nevada and to Unite New 
Mexico and Arizona for Admission to 
the Union—The (ase of Oklahoma~PFe- 
euliarities Which May Ifvolve the 
Question of the Future of the Infian 
Territory—The Béundaries Proposed. 

New York Sun (Dem.): The scene of pros- 
pective State-making is now in the Southwest. 
There the candidates are Utah, New Mexico, 
Arizona, and Oklahoma. ‘The case of Okla- 
homa has peculiarities which. may involve the 
question of the future of the Indian Terri§g 
tory. 

For Utah a plan has been suggested which 
would bring all its people into the Union as 
citizens of States,;and at the same time build 
up Nevada to something like a reasonable 
numerical strength of population. It is pro- 


tension of the line now forming the houndary 
between Idaho and Wyoming, adding all 
west of that line to Nevada and all east to 
Colorado, 

Utah at the last census contained 207,905 
people.

WILL BE THE UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE. 


€, RR, Haines Thinks it's English—His Rea- 
sons. 

In Maecmillan’s Magazine tor March Mr. C. 
R. Haines justifies the belief which is 1n all of 
us, that the universal language vf the world 
will be English. He says: 

“English 1 gaining ground fast in many 
ways. In Gerthany again, English has taken 
the place of French as the first foreign lan- 
guage to be learned. In Russia it is the same. 
Dr. Lansdell, writmg in 1883, says that 
to speak English in Russia and Siberia 
was becoming more fashionable than. to 
speak French. He further asserts that Rus- 
gians preter Hnglish to their own language 
for use in telegrains, as conveying more mean- 
ing in a few words. Another sign of the times 
was afforded by the conference respecting 
Samou in 1889. ‘The deliberations in that con- 
ference were not conducted in French, but 


English, for the sake of the American Vom- 


missioners, the German representatives being 


all able to speak in ourtongue. |. 

“Tn uncivilizéd regions the triumph of En- 

lish is, needless to say, even nore complete. 

r. Blyden, himself a Liberian, tells us that it 
has everywhere on the coast of Africa driven 
out all other,European languages. Even in 
the French colony of Gaboon it 18 asserting 
itself against Frénch; even in the German 
Cameroons it divides the honors with German. 
It has no dangerous rival.in Africa except 
Arabie. Portuguese was the dominant lan- 

uage on the west coast for many years; now 

nglish is spoken continuously from Sierra 
Leone to the San Pedro Kiver, a distance of 
over 800 miles. The Nile and the Niger and 
the Great Lakes afe already English; the Con- 
go and the Zambesi will most probably end by 
being.so; and it is difficult to see what can 
prevent our language from becoming the com- 
mon language of the whole*contipent. f

vada could certainly count on receiving, after 
this deduction for Colorado, about 200,000 
people for addition to the 45,761 of its census 
year. That would give it, for the first time 
in its history, afair claim on the score of pop- 
ulation to the Statehood which it has had 
since 1864, Under Nevada laws, and with the 
combined populations, there would be no fur- 
ther apprehensions .on the score of Utah 
polygamy. 

Colorado had in 1890. a population of 412.- 
198, and would receive an addition of nearly 
20,000 in that respect and a considerable one 
in area, as the accompanying map shows. 

For New Mexico and Arizona itis proposed 
that they should be united, or rather reunited, 
for admission to the Union. The former was 
organized as a Territory, in 1850 simultane- 
ously with Utah; but Arizona was not organ- 
ized until 1863. The population of New Mex- 
ico in 1890 was 153,593, and that of Arizona 
was only 59,620, making together 213,213, 
which would be a very creditable showing for 
a single new State. 

But at this point comes in a suggested rati- 
fication of existing State and Territorial! lines. 
‘Taking land surface only, the area of Colorado 
is 103,645 square miles; that of Nevada, 109,- 
740; that of Utah, 82,190: that of Arizona. 
112,920; that of New Mexico, 122,460—all of 
them very mountainous and arid and depend- 
ent on irrigation for crops. Of course a State 
formed of the two latter combined would be 
much iarger than either Nevada or Colorado 
as increased by a portion of Utah. 

It is proposed that the eastern line of Colo- 
rado should be extended southward acruss the 
old public land strip, called No Man’s Land. 
and is now a part of (Oklahoma, 
and then the southern boundary of Colorado 
should be formed by pursuifig westward the 
southern boundary of the public land strip, as 
indicated in the map herewith presented, as 
far as the Colorado River. The irregular 
northwestern corner of Arizona on the further 
side of Colorado would then go to the part of 
Utah added to Nevada, the Colorado forming 
the boundary at that point. 

A giance at the map will show that the 
areas of the three large States thus to be 
formed would then be more nearly equal. 
Colorado would receive, besides a portion of 
Beaver County in Oklahoma, a blice of New 
Mexico and Arizona, 

Colorado would receive from New Mexico a 
part of Colfax County,’ which tontained in 
1890 a population of 7,974; a partof Taos, 
which had 9,868; a part of Rio Arriba, which 
hed 11,534, and a part of San Juan, which had 
1890. From Arizona it would receive a part 
of Apache County, which had 4,281 popula- 
tion; of Yavapai, which had 8,685, and of 
Mohave, which had 1,444. -The loss in popu- 
lation to both Territories might be between 
20,000 and 30,000, Colorado gaining the sdme 
atnount, besides the portion of Beaver County. 

The simpler elements of the plan; therefore, 
might perhaps be more satisfactory all 
around—namely : the division of Utah between 
Nevada and Colorado and the union of New 
Mexico and Arizona.

Neal Dow’s Draconic Law a Dead Letter 
in Maine. | 

Maine continues to illustrate the fully of 
enacting sumptuary laws which are not sus- 
tained by public sentiment. A year ago Neal 
Dow succeeded in getting the Legislature to 
pass a Draconic bill which was going to stop 
liquor-selling *‘aure,’’ because the liquor-seller 
would have to go to jail every time he was 
arrested and convicted. He had) previously 
secured the passage of ajscore of severe bills 
which did no good, Twelve months have 
passed, and more liquor is sold than ever. 
The reason is that the people do not sus. 
tain the law. On the one hand, juries 
will not convict when the evidence 
of guilt is plain, because they do hot think 
the offense worthy of imprisonment. On the 
other hand, the judges themselves aré so loath 
to inflict the penalty when the conviction is 
gecured that they will not send the criminals 
to jail, even though it seems questionable 
whether they legally enjoy any discretion in 
the matter. The Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court presided at the’ retent term of court 
held in Bangor, a city where the liquor traffic 
is conducted openly, and: he let off all of the 
sellers who were convicted |upon payn.ent of 
fines, not a single jail senterice being imposed. 
A district lodge of Good Templars has passed 
reaolutions declaring 

That We view with indignation the action of the 
Presid Justice of the Supreme Judicial Court 
at the February term held ina} Bangor ag tending 
to bring into disrepute our ptohibitory laws and 
defeat the ends of justice, said action being ia 
our minds arbitrary and il and in utter de- 
fiance of all law and right, nullifying the law and 
preyenting the punishment ofthe criminals who 
have engaged in the liquor traffic in defiance of 
the exnressed will of the people. 

But what is the good of such resolutions 
where only a-minority aphold them and the 
majority oppose and condemn them? Liquor 
selling depends on public sentiment.

Gen. Marbot, the fathet, died: at this time, 
and his son was inconsolable.

No other in- 
habitants of the city confine themselves more 
strictly to their own business and make less 
trouble for the authorities than these same 
Syrians, but recently they have suffered great 
annoyance from some of their neighbors, and

ubliged to move in order to keep down ex- 
penses.

Now, as chance| would have it, at the 
moment when thes French ‘were attacking Lu- 
beck, the vessels sent by Gustavus LV. with a di- 
vision of Swedish infantry to the aid of the Prus- 
sians were entering the harbor, and the Swedish 
troops had hardly disembarked when they were 
compelled to ay own their arms to 
Bernadotte’s force. The Marshal,| whose 
manners, when he liked, were, must 
admit, very attractive, was especially desirous to 
earn in the strangers’ eyes the character of a 
well-bred man. He therefore treated the Swedish 
officers with much friendliness, and after allow- 
ing them honorable terms of capitulation re- 
stored them their horses and baggage, provided 
for their wants, and, inviting the Commander-in- 
Chief, Count Moerner, the Generals, and field offi- 
cers to his quarters, showed them so’much kind 
consideration that on returning to their own 
cuuntry the Swedes extolled M@rshal Bernadotte’s 
magnanimity up and down, 

W hen, some! years later, the ihcapable Gustavus 
TV. was driven from his throne by a revolution, 
and succeeded by his uncie, the Duke of Suder- 
mania, who was old and childless, the assembled 
States chose as Crown Prince the Duke of Hol- 
stein-Augustenburg. He, however, did not long 
enjoy the dignity, being poisoned, as it was sup- 
posed, in 1811. The States assembled again to 
choose an heir to the throng, and after some hesi- 
tation between the various German Princes who 
offered themselves for the place, Count Moerner, 
remembering Bernadotte’s generous conduct at 
Lubeck, proposed his name. He dwelt on his 
military talents and on his connection, through 
his wife, with the Bonapartes; and various of- 
ficers who had been present at Lubeck having 
seconded the General’s recommendation, Berna- 


dotte was aimost unanimously elected Crown 


Prince, and some years later mounted the throne. 
How Napoleon Took Jena. 

The story told by Gen. de Marbot of the 
taking of Jena is eutirely new. Neither 
Thiers nog Lanfrey seem ‘to have had any ink- 
lung of the way in which he learned to get his 
troops on the Landgrafenberg. 

The town of Jenais commanded by a height 
called the Landgrafenberg, at the foot of which 
flows the Saale. Ihisis very steep on the side 
towards Jena, and the only road there existing is 
that to Weimar through the Mfaéhithal, a 
jong and diflicult passage, the exit from which, 
covered by a little wood, was guarded by the 
Saxon troops in alliance with the Prussians.. A 
cannon-shot in rear of them, part of the Prussian 
army was drawn up inline. The Emperor, being 
able to reach the enemy only by this passage, was 
prepared for heavy losses in attacking it, for it 
did not seem possible to turn the gent Bat 
Napoleon's lucky star, which ¢gtill guided him, 
furnished him with an unexpected means. So far 
as 1 arn aware no historian has spoken of it, but 
i can vouch for the fact, | 

As we have seen, the King of Prussia had com- 

lied the électors of Saxony to join forces with 
1im. The Saxon people saw with regret that they 
were involved in a war Which conld bring them 
no advantage in the future, and which in the 

resent was bringing ruin on their country. The 
Prossiane were therefore detested in Saxony, and 
the Saxon town of Jena shared the feeling. A 
priest of the town, excited by the sight of the 
conflagration which was devourjng it, and re- 
garding the Prussians as the enemies of his sov- 
ereign and his country, thought he might give 
Napoleon the means of driving them from 
the land by pointing out to him a little 
path which infantry could use to climb 
the steen sides of the Landgrafenberg. 
He therefore guided a detachment of 
voltigears and some staff o rs to the place, 
which the Prussians, thinking the passage im- 

racticable, had omitted to guard. Napoleon, 
nowever, took a different view, and on the 
strength of the report which the officers made 
went up there himself, accompanied, by Marshal 
Lannes and guided by the Saxon parson. Having 
observed that between the highest point.of the 
path and the plain which the epemy occupied 
there existed a little rocky platform, the Emperor 
resolved to assemble there a portion of his troops, 
who might issue from it as from a citadel to 
attack the Prussians, The difticulty of the task 


Jew so poor that he will be unable to sit at 
the table of plenty, slake his thirst with 
wine, and make of the entire feast a ceremony 
rivaling in impressiveness the feasts of rulers, 
modern or ancient, 

To an outsider the customs observed during 
thetwo weeks of feasting are of the most curious 
kind. Two distinct features are the most 
striking. One is the use of unleavened 
bread, the other a complete change 
in the utensils used for the preparation, 
holding, and serving. of food. This, 
it must be remembered, is the custom of only 
the orthodox, and by farthe larger prvupor- 
tion of Jews in this country is orthodox. The 
unleavened bread, called “* matzos,”’ has been 
manufactured for weeks by the Jewish bakers 
of the large cities. In the manufacture and in 
the packing it has been kept from the touch 
of any object that may have come in contact 
with leavened bread. Such contact would 
make the ** matzos’”’ unfit for the festival, 

It is this rule of “‘no contact”? that is se- 
verely observed in everything. {tis this rule 
which leatis to the second feature—the change 
of pots and pans and plates. During the 
Passover an orthodox Jew «will not eat from a 
plate used at other times; nor will he eat 
food cooked in a vessel used previously 
except at the Passover feast. For this reason 
Jews keep two sets of dishes, pots, pans, etc. 
—one to be 
one to be used only at the Passover feasts. 

Every Jew has by this time laid in bis sup- 
ply of unleavened bread. If -he be too poor 
to buy it he has but to say the word and his 
neighbors will suppiy him. So with the other 
necessaries. Wine is one of these. Wine 
must be at the table, and it must not be wine 
that has been made at places where contact 
with a crumb of bread could be had. Usually 
the wme is home-made. Every orthodox Jew 
knows how to make an excellent species of 
raisin wine, and __ this kind is the 
most preferred. Sumetimes imported 
wine is used, Tms comes invariably 
from Jerusalem, and the greatest of care 
is observed in its transmission and the open- 
ing of the casks so that nothing ‘‘objection- 
able ’’ touches the fluid. 

By this time all other edibles have been pre- 
pared. The Jew can buy no food during the 
festival, for it is either under the ban, being 
for sale by a non-Jew, or if kept by a Jewish 
storekeeper he cannot sell it during a huliday. 
The orthodox Jews of this country have taken 
the privilege of removing one of: these re- 
strictions for two days during the middle of 
the festival. At that time they can lay in ad- 
ditional supplies, but these must be procured 
from a Jew. 

Another feature of the festival is the re- 
union of the family. Separated members 
must be reunited if possible. and feast to- 
gether. A wineglass is before each—even the 
baby. The head of the family conducts a 
chant, and each meal consumes a great deal 
of time. All members of the family sit on 
divans, and if too poor to have divans cush- 
ions of some kind, to give the effect of ease 
and iuxury, are provided. 

Besides the ceremonies at home, the ortho- 
dox Jew has many at the synagogues. The 
first of those in the houses of worship will 
begin tomorrow evening. .

THE ATTACK ON THE GOLD HUNT- 


ERS OF CHICO VALLEY. 


Capt. Gorden’s Daring Project That Led 
Up to a Famous Eyent—The Message 
from the Comanche—A March to Certain 
Conflict—White Men at Bay—Advance 
of the Indian. Cavalry—A Scene of Car- 
mage—A Great Chief's Waterloo—The 
Benecade's Ignominious Death. 

(Copyright, 1892, by Charles B, Lewis.) 

Up to the year 1859 the Comanche Indians 
boasted that they had never been defeated in 
a battle with white men. They were arrogant 
and bloodthirsty and were at war with: all the 
world. They would not make peace with 
other tribes, but wagea constant and vindic- 
tive warfare on white and. red alike. They 
were rich, strong in numbers, and the best 
horsemen in the world, and they made war be- 
cijuse they loved the adventure of it. 

‘Im May of the year named a Texan known 
as Capt. Gordon, who was an old Indian 
fighter, learned that there was gold in the Big 
Wichita Mountains of Western Texas. This 
chain of mountains forms the eastern boun- 
dary of the Great Staked Plains, but the Co- 
manches ranged as far west as the Rio Pecos 
River. Capt. Gordon ¢alled for volunteers to 
explore the gold fieids, and the expedition was 
fitted out at Santa Fé. He knew what was 
‘before him, and he did not cut lwose ubtil 
ihe had secured 139 men. They were all bor- 
der men, and each furamished his own 
horse and arms. Every oné had a rifle, and

Eagle Feather had gathered 
together 482 warriors, the flower of the tribe.

None of his dead was removed, but all the 
wounded were taken away. ‘Three years later 
he gave his figures on the fight.
